HE King’s Departure for the Army 

that is drawing together in Arragon is 

fix’d to be on the 20th of this Month. 

The Advices from Arragon are, that the 

Marfhal de Theffe having divided 
his Troops into 2 Bodies, to march on both fides 
of the Ebro, arriv’d the 24th of laft Month ar 
Calazeyte, which is on the Right of that River. 
There was in that Place a Body of 1500 Sommetans, 
who at firft feem’d to be very refolute, and made a 
great Fire upon our Troops. But when they {aw all 
things getting ready for an Affault, they endeavour'd 
to retire to the Hills: Yet could not do it without 
the Lofs of above 150 Men kill’d, among them 2 
Priefts thar were their Leaders. The Town was 
plunder’d and burnt. The 26th the Inhabitants of 
the Valley of Robles, fubmitted without making 
any Refiftance, tho’ there is a Fort in that Valley 
which the Rebels had put into a Condition to make 
along Defence, by throwing up feveral Intrench- 
ments. Horta furrendred the 27th, and a pretty 
coniiderable Quantity of Corn was found in ir: 
Batea did the like, and the Marfhal de Theffe ha- 
ving affur’d the Inbabitants of fuch Places as had re- 
turn’d to Obedience, of the King’s Mercy, advanc'd 
to Miravet a pretty ftrong Town, with a good Caftle, 
in which was Artillery and a good Garrifon.{ The 
Marfhal de Theffe caus’d it to be batter’d with Can- 
non and Mortars, declaring atthe fame time, that 
if the Governour did not furrender by a Day limited, 
he would hang him, and would give no Quarter. 
The 3d Day the Place furrendred, and thereupon all 
the Country quite to Tortofa return’d to its Obedi- 
ence to his Catholick Majefty. The Troops are 
march’d towards Tortofa. Thofe that are on the 
other fide of the Ebro, under the Command of the 
Chevalier d’ Asfeld, have reduc’d the Towns of 
Graus, Fons, and Benevarri which may be call’d the 
Capital Town of the whole County of Ribagorza, 
whofe Inhabitants have exprefs'd great Joy for their 
Delivery from the Opprefiton of the Rebels. The 
Chevalier d’ Asfeld having Intelligence that 3 Com- 
panies of Englifh, and about 800 atmed Peafants, 
bad intrench’d themfelves at Sant Iftevan de Litera, 
a Place fituate between Méncon and Lerida, went 
thither to attack them, and after a very gbftinate 
Fight made himfelf Mafter of the Place: All the 
Englith were cut in Pieces, their Commanding Officer 
excepted, who efcap’d tho’ much wounded, and the 
Peafants that were left took to the Mountains. This 
Advantage makes it eafy to ftreighten Moncon the 
more ; and the Bridge on the Cinca, by which Suc- 
cours might have come to that Place, being fecur’d, 
tis hop’d it will be taken without much Difficulty. 
The Troops of Murcia and Horiguela, have attack’d 
Onriniente near Valencia, and the Bithop of Murcia 
hav.og caus’d the Wall to be batrer’d with Cannon, 
fuck a Breach was foon made as put the Rebels in- 
to Apprehenfion the Towa would be taken by ftorm. 
They offer’d to capitulate, but the Bifhop would not 
receive them on any other Terms than that they 
fhould pay 6000 Piftoles to commute for plundering, 
and deliver to him their Leader, whom he has fent 
Prifoner hitker under a Guard of 50 Horfe. Money 
is provided for this {mall Army, which encreafes 
daily. The Town of Merida has made a Prefent 
to the King of 10000 Ducats, towards the Charge 
of the War. The Recruits defign’d for Eftremadura 


are in part arriv’d there, and are marching thither 
from feveral Quarters, to form a Body fufficient to 
fecure the Frontier on that fide. 

From the Amft. and Leid. Gaz. dated March 4 & 5. 

Madrid, Feb. 12. An Officer that was made Pri- 
foner in Barcelona, is come hither on his Parole. ’Tis 
pretended he reports, that of 8000 Engiffh and Dutch 
that landed there,hardly 4500 are left ina Condition 
to do fervice, the reft being dead or fick ; and that 
there is fo great a Diforder there among the Monks, 
that 2 Conven:s excepted, all the reft have renounc’d 
the Monaftical Life, and fome of them even Preach 
Heretical Doctrines: But ‘tis moft likely their 
greateft Herefy lyes in their Adherence to King 
Charles. There are on the Frontier of Portugal 7 
Battallions of Englith, 3 of Dutch, and 2 Regiments 
of Horfe and Dragoons ; befides the Portugueze 
Troops, who are drawing out of their Quarters to 
the Frontier : The Marquis das Minas and fome o- 
ther of the Enemy’s Generals are come thither, to 
make the neceffary Difpofitions for taking the Field. 
There are Letters which advife, that the Earl of Pe- 
terborough fince he entred Valencia has detach’d Col- 
lonel Nebor with his Regiment and 2000 Miquelets, 
to offer Battle to the Bifhop of: Murcia who is {aid to

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 4. 

Perpignan, Feb. 17. To Day an Exprefs arriv'd 
here from the Duke de Noailles, with the News,tbat
